A Berlin dispatch received here Sa t­ 
urday said that the attack took place 
in the Rhine-Marne 
canal

where the enemy is under command 
of the German crown prince. 
The delay in the official dispatch is 
believed to have been due to the fact 
that the small number of men in the 
attacked salient, not more than 30, 
were entirely cut off from all means 
of communisation with the rear and 
that it was impossible to send re- 
inforcements to their rescue, but that 
finally one or more of tin- besieged 
men made his way to bis comrades. 
It is presumed that i: is such a sal­ 
ient to which the war department re­ 
ferred to its announcement.

Army Blaze 


P aterso n , N. J.. 'Nov. o.—N ineteen 
men lo^t th eir lives Sunday at a fire 
which destroyed the P aterson S alv a­ 
tion 
Army rescue 
m ission 
here. 
Eighteen of the victims w ete burned 
o death uefore rescu ers could reach 
them. T h e oth*r, one of 11 tak e n to 
the hospital, 
died th ere 
of his 
in- 
jut ie- 
Many o th ers 
w ere 
badly injured, 
either in the surg in g 
m ass of hu ­ 
m anity which, 
panic-stricken, 
s ta m ­ 
peded from the building, o r by lea p ­ 
ing from windows. 
Six of the 
dead w ere Identified at 
the m orgue, w h ith er 
th eir 
c h arred 
bodies w ere 
taken afte r the fire had 
been extinguished. 
Most if not all of the o th e r victim s 
are believed to have been b u rn e d be­ 
yond recognition. Some of the bodies 
may never be recovered.
